The Training of Infants. 

I hear a scornful voice exclaim, “The 
Training of Infants! Isn’t there med- 
dling enough with children by these so- 
reformers, who take 
babies away from their mothers at 
three years of age and put them into 
the kindergartens and crowd all sorts 
of studies into the primary schools, 
And now to talk about the Training of 
Infants! What, will these educational 
wiseacres invade our very cradles and 
preach to us about the. “training” of 
our babies whose eyes are still blinking 
from the brightness of the heaven they 
just came from? Out! Out! you med- 
ders, and trespass not on the ground 
God frggn the beginning gave to us 
mothers, 

But stay a moment. I see already 
peering into the baby face in tlie cradle, 
the spirit forms of Habit, Obedience, 
Truth, Knowledge, Wisdom, Love, and 
many lesset ones, vying with their op- 
posites for a first firm- foothold in the 
baby soul, and I say to you mothers, 
“No! there is no time to wait. Educa- 
tion, for good or.for evil, claims the in- 
fant for its own from the moment it 
opens its eyes to the light of day, and 
even how tust begin the work of right 
education or the-wrong will step in and 
take the lead. Even to mothers, wise 
with the wisdom that motherhood 
brings, have the students of child-life 
and child-education something to say.” 

We are all firm enough believers in 
the wisdom of God to feel that every 
thing in the child’s life has its mean- 
ing and purpose. Not for nothing isa 
child a child for so many years. The 
mother thinks her boy. still a boy until 
he is twenty-one, and even.then she is 
loth to believe that he has really 
reached man’s — estate. And many 
would have us believe that the adoles- 
cent period, the period of youth which 
begins at about twelve or fourteen, 
does not end before the twenty-tifth or 
even the twenty-eighth year, The 
higher and more useful the animal, as 
arule, the longer is the period of iim- 
mnaturity. What is the meaning of 
this very long period in the life of man? 

The period of immaturity in man di- 
vides naturally into three periods; in- 
fancy, from birth to three; childhood, 
from three to twelve or fourteen; adol- 
escence, from fourteen to” tWernty-tive 
or twenty-eight. 

I have considered the period of in- 
fancy as extending from birth to three; 
strictly the word means the period be- 
fore the child can talk; legally, the 
term applies to children under seven, 
I shall use the term as applying to 
children under three, 

What did God mean 
period do for the child? 

When a child is born into the world 
itis deaf, dumb, and blind. To be 
sure, it cries, its eyes are sensitive to 
light, but it has no idea of words, can 
distinguish neither form nor color, and 
hears no sound for several days. The 
sense of taste is developed first, then 
that of touch, including sense of heat 
orcold. It is of great advantage to 
the child that this is so, for if every 
sound and every object caught baby’s 
attention he might: fall a victim shortly 
to sleeplessness and mental exhaustion. 
But we are to remember that) through 
these senses come all the knowledge 
that the child can acquire of the out 
side world. If a child be born deaf, or 
blind, certain) kinds of facts remain 
forever outside his range of knowledge. 
Besides, the development of certain 
portions of the brain depends upon the 
receiving of certain impressions. = The 
brain of aman born blind, if it) is ex- 
amined after his death, shows that por- 
tions, Which in a man who could see 
are developed, are undeveloped. 

Now it is pretty clearly proven that 
there is atime in the development of a 
child when certain mental powers are 
ripest for training, and = that, if that 
time pass by without the exercise 
needed to develop. those powers, there 
isa opportunity which can 
never be fully atoned = for, A chill’s 
interest generally manifests the awaken- 
ing of these powers. The period of 
infancy is the time for the develop- 
mentof the senses. Fortunately the 
very surroundings of the child furnish, 
ina large degree, the exercise needed 
for the development of the senses with- 
out the thought of the mother. If this 
were hotso, there would be far more 
feeble¢minded children in’ the world 
than how. There is) an historical ac- 
count of one, Kaspar. Hausar, who was 
abandoned in infaney, for reasons of 
state, to a life in acell. The’ effect 
Was to) produce practically a state ‘of 
idiocy, though the mental faculties nat- 
urally were very keen as was after 
wards shown, 

The first’ thing in) the training of a 
baby, then, is to give opportunity for 
the development of the senses. That 
this is not fully done, always, is proved 
by the fact that examination of school 
children has shown a lack of knowledge 
of color which was due, not to any or- 
ganic weakness of the eyes, but to in- 
suflicient training, The same is doubt- 
less true of hearing and form. And it 
is not simply that. these children do not 
know the correct terms for colors, or 
forms, or recognize tones, but the

The more he is 
let alone the better. © Our efforts should 
be spent in creating the right surround- 
ings. There is universally too much 
trying to teach baby something. The 
child who knows half or all his letters 
at two years of age is unfortunate. 

Babies ought to have opportunity of 
seeing colors and of hearing the differ- 
ent names in their. proper connection. 
Some of their picture books should be 
colored, tastefully colored; Mother can 
show baby Little Red Riding IToed, 
with her pretty red hood, and Little 
Boy Blue, with his bright blue coat and 
cap. It should be remembered — that 
red, blue, green, and yellow are the 
easiest colors for the child to recognize. 
Baby may well know’ that its mittens 
are blue, that dolly’s dress is red, that 
the flower is yellow, and the leaves 
green,

A Chord Lost and Found. 


“I do not wish to appear unduly boast 
ful and vainglorious,” said the man of 
experience. ‘‘Neither do I wish to de- 
tract from glory of another’s inventive 
genius, but I feel confident that George 
Du Maurier received his inspiration for 
the Svengali theme of his popular novel 
from an experience of my own.

Roads and Sidewalks. 


The Serious washouts of the winter 
have made for Superintendent Love- 
joy a bigger task than usual in the line 
of spring cleaning of the highways of 
Andover, In nearly every part of the 
town the roads have many places where 
serious damage has been done, and it 
will cut. quite a slice off the annual 
appropriation before~ the necessary re- 
building has been attended to. 

When that has been done the citi- 
zens may properly look for a beginning 
on several importint new pieces of 
road. Of these there are none which 
would give satisfaction to more people 
than the piece of road from the Rub- 
ber factory to Stimson’s bridge, and the 
piece from Elm square to the Locke 
residence. There’ are undoubtedly 
other parts of the town where new 
roadways are.needed, but from a care- 
ful survey there seems to be none 
where long stéetthes of good road are 
broken into by such poor short. pieces. 

As arope is no stronger than its 
weakest part, so in a measure a road is 
no better than its one mudhole. By 
building the two small stretches re- 
ferred to, the weak spots in the two- 
most important highways leading from 
the town, will be repaired. 


A correspondent asks us to call the 
attention of the street superintendent 
to the very urgent need of a concrete 
walk on at least one side of School 
street. It is a pleasant dtty to comply 
with this request, for there is no part 
of Andover with more foot travel and 
a poorer walk, at this time of year. 
But unfortunately the superintendent 
hasn't the entire jurisdiction ‘in’ saying 
where concrete walks shall be built. 
The abuttors are the first ones to move 
in such matters and unfortunately 
again, the abuttors on. this particular 
street don’t seem to want a concrete 
walk in front of their houses. We are 
going to venture however, to pass along 
this request, designed for the Superin- 
tendent of streets, to the residents on 
School street, for we don't believe they 


have realized how much benefit con- 
crete walks--would be = to the hun- 
dreds of students and citizens’ who 


pass their doors. They are themselves 
but few in numbers but their street at- 
tracts many, 

The expense but trifling when 
based upon a fifty per cent assessment 
and School street..residents can do no 
better deed in’ the line of public im- 
provement than to write a petition for 
concrete walks this year.

WHOLESALE ABUSE. 


Andover’s Fire Alarm Sounded Without 
Cause Four Times Since Saturday Night. 


Residents of Andover are very indig- 
nant over the wholesale abuse which has 
been made of the fire alarm system since 
last Saturday night. ‘There have been 
four of them sounded in all. The first 
one came in from Box 37 on Saleni street 
at_10 o’clock Saturday night and the de- 
partment answered it promptly. On 
Monday afternoon, Box 46 at the corner 
of Main and Morton streets was rung 
about 3 o’clock and again the department 
answered it on the run. When, at 8 
o’clock the same evening, an alarm was 
sounded from Box 35 on Porter street, 
many said “another false alarm’ and 
although the department answered it, 
they did not make as fast time as was 
possible. 

Phillips academy students were sus- 
pected of having been the ones who tam- 
pered with the alarm system and Chief 
rrye began to work out his first case. 
‘The selectmen of the town decided to 
offer areward of $100 for information 
which would leal to the arrest and con- 


_Viction of the party or parties who had 


sounded the alarm needlessly,and notices 
to this eftect were posted conspicuously 
about the streets of Andover. 

Through information obtained from 
various sources, Chief Frye weut to 
Oliver Tobin, a Phillips academy student 
from California living at Mrs. R. A. 
Tilton’s on Salem street, a prominent 
candidate for the baseball team at first 
base, and got an admission from him 
which practically demonstrated that he 
was guilty of having rung in a false 
alarm, with a statement that he would 
like to have the matter settled quietly. 
He was given a preliminary trial before 
Judge Voor, Wednesday evening at 7 
o'clock at which he plead “not guilty,” 
and was held in $500 bonds to appear at 
a hearing to be held Thursday afternoon. 
‘Two well known citizens went on his 
bond and he was released. Another stu- 
dent. was also suspected and -incrimina- 
ted himself to a certain extent when 
questioned by the chief. This was Gilb- 
ert Browning of Morristown, N. J., 
rooming at Miss E, P. Richardson’s on 
Salem street, a middler at the academy, 
and he was also summoned. to appear be- 
fore Judge Poor at the same time as 
Tobin. : 

At the trial, Tobinand Browning were 
represented by Lawyer Cox from the 
ottice of C. A. DeCourcy of Lawrence. 
Chief Frye was the only witness called 
and made a statement showing the man- 
ner in which Tobin and Browning in- 
criminated themselves. ‘He was cross- 
examined by Lawyer Cox but repeated 
the same story. The latter thought that 
there was no evidence that either of 
them had sounded an alarm. 

Judge Poor wanted to know if value 
ought not to be attached to the fact that 
Tobin wanted to. settle the matter 
quietly. Mr. Cox thought not. The 
judge said that he did not consider the 
evidence strong enough to hold them for 
the grand jury as such evidence would 
not stand in a higher court. “This is an 
otfense of considerable gravity,” he con- 
tinued, “and it is beyond my jurisdiction 
to sentence them. If I discharge them 
the chief is in duty bound to put them 
before the grand jury if he obtains any 
more evidence. ‘The conduct, of the 
young men would lead me to suspect 
that they did ring the alarm. I think 
the chief has done his duty to the com- 
munity ina commendable manner. An 
acquittal today will’ not stop further 
prosecution for the town must be pro- 
tected. The practice of ringing false 
alarms should not be encouraged, but I 
do not think there is enough evidence to 
convict these boys, and I will discharge 
them.” 

It was thought that the knowledge 
that the offense was a serious one pun- 
ishable by a fine of $100 or six months 
in jail and that the town would take ac- 
tive steps to stop further repetition of 
this business, would be enough to pre- 
vent more false alarms from being rung 
in, but such was evidently not the case 
as another alarm was sounded at 10.30 
Thursday evening from Box 47 on Bart- 
let street opposite the schools. The de- 
partment answered—at a walk. Fur- 
ther steps will be taken to abate the 
nuisance. It the guilty parties are ap- 
prehended it will go hard with them.

Annual Convention at Eartiet Chapel 
Tuesday. Addresses and Discus- 
sions on Missionary Matters. 


On ‘Tuesday, forty four young men 
from the theological schools of Boston 
and the vicinity made a pilgrimage to 
Zion’s Hill, to attend the annual con- 
vention of the Boston Inter-Seminary 
Missionary Alliance. Baptists, Metho- 
dists, kpiscopalians, Universalists, Swe- 
denborgians, and Congregationalisis en- 
joyed aday spent in fellowship and in 
consideration of the wider opportunities 
before the church at present; a sign of 
the unity of aim which binds Protestants 
together into the one church which has 
so many denominations, a thought for- 
cibly presented by Professor Moore—in 
welcoming the delegates to historic And- 
over Hill. 


Chairman L. W. Snell called the meet- 
ing to order at eleven. . ‘The first paper, 
after the address of welcome, was by 
A. W. Moulton (Cambridge Episcopal), 
entitled “lhe Motive in Foreign Mis- 
sions.” This motive, the speaker said, 
is primarily that the church is bound, in 
honor and in love, to finish what Christ 
came to do. Radial motives are: the 
church needs exercise in the free air of 
God’s life, in order, to preserve itself; 
that individuals cannot live unto them- 
selves; that souls have a value never to 
be forgotten; that ethics requires us to 
bring all men to our moral ideal, which 
is the character of Christ. 

At the present time, moreover, in 
many lands the heathen are asking for 
knowledge of Christ; to refuse their re- 
quest is virtually to deny Him. Then, 
too, as Americans we have a special re- 
sponsibility for the welfare of our new 
possessions. With civilization there 
comes to newly opened countries a great 
moval crisis; the old customary standards 
of right and wrong are overthrown, and 
evil white men take advantage of the re- 
sulting social disintegiation: conse- 
quently we must aid in establishing a 
native type of yirtue. Such are the mo- 
tives for missions; we pray “Thy King- 
dom come,” but unless we do what we 
can the prayer is a lie. 

In the discussion which followed D. 
M. Brookman (Episcopalian), Rev. Alex- 
ander Henry (Swedenborgian), P. L. 
Frick (B. U.), Vineent Kavi (B. T.), 
G. W. Colson (‘Tufts), and W. W. Rock- 
well (Andover) took part. 

The noon-day devotional meeting was 
conducted by Charles W. Harvey (Swe- 
denborgian). 

The afternoon session was opened by 
Anson Phelps Stokes, Jr., (Kpiscopal). 
The tirst paper, by Stanley G. Spear 
(Tufts), advocated the establishment in 
this country of a school where mission- 
aries could get technical training. The 
course, he. said, should embrace the his- 
tory of missions, study of the people to 
be evangelized, practical psychology, 
the principles of pedagogy, and business 
sense, together with some music and 
manual training. To this paper A. P, 
Stokes, Jr., made a good reply, based on 
personal observations in the Far East. 

kK. C. Lindsay (B. U.) then read on 
Alaska as a Mission Field. He said that 
the work of the bloodthirsty Spaniards 
in Mexico and Peru is being repeated in 
Alaska by Americans. 

He especially advocated the homes for 
girls now being established, which not 
only train girls in habits of industry and 
educate teachers, but are forming the 
nucleus of sound publie morals. With- 
out such schools, the girls must undergo 
a year’s imprisonment when they are 
growing up, and later they are Jiable to 
open and shameless sale by their rela- 
tives. 

Left to themselves, the speaker said i 
conclusion, this simple: people will be 
trampled down in the rush of economic 
development into the mire of vices 
worse than we have ever known, yet 
over them waves the American flag. 

The last paper, by N. R. Wood (Bap- 
tist,) asked, What is to be the message of 
the missionary which can reach alike the 
lowest savage, the suave intellectual 
Brahmin, the subtle philosophical Bud- 
dhist, and at the same time have power 
to move men in masses, as Men move in 
China. ‘The answer is, the simple, spirit- 
ual yet concrete message of the cross. 

At the business meeting the various 
seminaries elected their representatives 
on the executive committee of the alli- 
ance. It was voted to meet next year at 
Boston University, and Andover was 
given a vote of thanks for the hospitality 
shown the delegates. 

In the evening, Dr. Alexander McKen- 
zie of Cambridge, gave an eloquent ad- 
dress on Prayer. ‘The Seminary Quar- 
tette sang. 

The attendance on the morning and 
afternoon sessions was about sixty. The 
delegates were entertained at the Man- 
sion house, and in the intervals of the 
day’s discussions enjoyed Andover air 
and scenery, on a day when earth and 
sky were at their best.
